It is natural tbat there sbonldbea 
deal of solicitude throughout the coun 
try as to the possible corn crop of 1903. 
In 1902 the crop was large and valued 
at $740,000,000 or nearly $200,000,000 
larger than the high priced cotton crop 
of the same year and $200,000,000 more 
valuable than the wheat crop. At the 
preaeat Uaie tlM ooracrop ia ooaaidered 
unoortaia all over the onion. The 
weatlMrdariag Jnao waa nneeaaonably 
cold, and tiie fkioda and freshets In the 
southwest did much to damage the 
crop inthe fertile bottom lands of Illi 
nuis and Missouri. In all sections the 
corn is very late. 

The growing corn was considerably 
smitten by frost in some of the north- 
ern states, but the farmers hope by 
replanting to secure a good deal of 
wliat ia termed forage crop.

And such a breakfast as 
you can get in the country in Ken- 
tucky! Breakfast bacon, soft boiled

more gratefol Uian old Bourbon— that 
is for breakfast— all preceded by a dish 
of raspberries, just as the raspberi ies 
follow the strawberries that have 
gone a month before. Lord! if your 
mouth doesn't water it's because you 
are not a watering man. If you aie 
not in favor of breakfast bacon in the 
above bill of fare, wring off a chicken 
head and call it fried spring chicken 
instead of breakfast tiaoun. If you 
are not a chicken lover, then a visit 
to the smoke hoaaa brimia oat a ooun- 
try ham, smoked with hlekory and 
cured in red pepper and ashes, and if a 
slice of that doesn't reach your appe- 
tite you are a dead man.
